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EXPLANATORY  NOTE. 


For  the  purpose  of  recording  the  trade  carried  by  rail  and  river,  the  province  of  Bengal 
is  divided  into  seven  trade  blocks  which  are  constituted  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Calcutta,  consisting  of  the  town  of  Calcutta,  with  Howrah  and  the  Kidderpore 

Docks. 

(2)  Patna  City,  comprising  the  city  of  Patna,  Bankipur,  DighaGrhat  and  Dinapur. 

(3)  The  rest  of  Bihar  and  Cooch  Behar. 

(4)  Western  Bengal,  comprising  the  districts   of  Burdwan,   Bankura,  Birbhum, 

Midnapore,  Hooghly,  Murshidabad  and  part  of  Nadia  (west  of  Matha- 
bhanga  and  the  Hooghly). 

(5)  Eastern  Bengal,  comprising  part  of   Nadia  (east  of  Mathabhanga  and  the 

Hooghly),  24-Parganas,  Jessore  and  Khulna. 

(6)  Chota  Nagpur,  comprising  the  Chota  Nagpur  Division  and  the  Tributary  State 

of  Gangpur. 

(7)  Orissa,  comprising  the  Orissa  Division  aud  the  Mourbhanj  State. 

A  record  of  the  trade  of  these  blocks  by  rail,  with  one  another  and  with  other  provinces, 
is  prepared  in  the  Railway  Audit  Offices  from  invoices  of  goods  despatched.  In  a  similar 
way  a  record  of  trade  carried  by  steamers  between  different  blocks  of  Bengal  and  Eastern 
Bengal  and  Assam  and  the  United  Provinces  is  prepared  from  invoices  preserved  in  the  offices 
of  the  various  Steamship  Companies.  The  trade  carried  by  steamers  between  Caloutta  and  the 
different  blocks  of  Bengal  is  also  registered  in  this  way,  but  the  steamer-borne  trade  of  other 
blocks  of  Bengal  with  one  another  is  not  recorded. 

As  regards  the  traffic  by  country  boat  there  are  two  stations  in  Eastern  Bengal  and 
Assam  and  six  on  the  frontier  of  the  United  Provinces  whioh  record  the  trade  of  these 
provinces  with  the  different  internal  blocks  of  Bengal  excluding  Calcutta.  Imports  into, 
and  exports  from,  Calcutta  by  country  boat  are  recorded  by  special  agencies ;  but  country- 
boat  traffio  between  one  block  of  Bengal  and  another  is  not  registered. 

No  road-borne  trade  is  registered  except  that  of  Calcutta,  and  the  statistics  of  this  trade 
appear  only  in  Tables  VI  and  VII  which  deal  with  the  complete  trade  of  the  Calcutta  blook 
by  all  routes. 

The  weights  stated  in  these  tables  represent  net  weight,  that  is  to  say,  a  reduction  at  a 
fixed  conventional  rate  is  made  from  the  actual  gross  weight  of  the  goods  as  recorded  on  the 
invoices  by  Railway  or  Steamer  Companies.  A  list  of  the  rates  at  which  reduction  is  made 
appears  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

The  value  of  the  goods  carried  by  rail  and  by  steamer  is  not  recorded  on  the  invoices, 
and  consequently  average  values  have  to  be  assigned  to  each  article  when  the  aocounts  are 
made  up.  The  average  values  are  determined  in  a  variety  of  ways.  In  the  case  of 
merchandise  imported  by  sea,  such  as  piece-goods,  metals,  liquors,  salt,  foreign  sugar, 
kerosene  oil,  etc.,  average  quarterly  values  are  reported  by  the  Collector  of  Customs  in  Calcutta. 
In  the  cases  of  the  great  majority  of  articles  of  Indian  produce  or  manufacture,  average 
market  rates  for  each  quarter  are  reported  by  officers  at  Calcutta,  Patna,  Burdv,  an  and 
Manbhum  ;  and  on  thf  se  an  average  is  struck  for  the  whole; province.  Coal,  cotton,  grain 
and  pulse,  jute,  oilseeds,  hides  and  skins,  fodder,  etc.,  are  reported  in  this  way.  The  cost 
prioes  of  opium  and  other  intoxicating  drugs  are  reported  by  the  Board  of  Revenue  and  the 
value  rates  for  indigo  and  tea  are  calculated  from  Calcutta  market  reports. 

The  statistical  tables  of  the  present  Report  have  been  chauged  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
commendations made  by  the  Committee  on  Indian  Trade  Statistics.  Tables  I,  II,  III  and 
IV  have  been  amalgamated  so  as  to  form  two  tables  nujauered  I  and  II  of  the  present  Report, 
and  two  additional  tables  showing  the  inter-provincial  river-borne  trade  have  been  appended. 
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SEASONS  AND  THE  CROPS. 

The  climatio  conditions  of  the  year  under  review  were  not  favourable  to  the  principal 
crops  of  BeDgal.  The  monsoon  ceased  abruptly  early  in  September  and  afterwards  the 
rainfall  was  generally  scanty.  The  autumn  crops  suffered  much  through  irregular  and  ill 
distributed  rainfall  in  the  first  part  and  through  drought  in  the  second  part  of  the  season. 
Winter  rice  which  is  the  chief  crop  was  affected  by  scanty  rainfall  and  in  places  bv  floods. 
As  a  result  of  the  deficient  rainfall  in  September  and  October,  there  was  a  total  failure  of 
oropa  on  high  lands.  For  the  jute  and  indigo  crops  the  season  was  less  unfavourable  ; 
continued  drought  adversely  affected  the  wheat  and  oilseeds  crops,  though  the  slight  rain  in 
December  January  and  February  did  some  good.

Goods  sent  to  Calcutta  for  export  by  sea  or  for  manufacture  and  to  the  rest  of  Bengal, 
consist  principally  of  natural  produce  and  a  few  articles  of  local  manufacture.

The  export  trade  shows  an  increase  of  28*4  per  cent,  in  quantity  and  20  per  cent,  in 

value  over  the  trade  of  last  year.    The  chief  items  of  export 

oa£^oth.TP5SSl.lndudtog  °ttl"    from  BenSal  t0  other  Provinces  are  cotton  piece-goods, 

mostly  European,  metals  and  manufactures  of  metals,  rice, 
sugar,  oils,  coal  and  coke,  gunny-hags  and  cloth,  railway  plant  and  rolling  stock,  cotton  twist 
and  yarn  (about  73  per  cent,  of  which  is  European),  lac,  paddy  and  spices.  In  consequence 
of  the  famine  in  Upper  India  rice  husked  and  unhuskei  was  imported  from  Burma  in  large 
quantities  and  sent  up-country.  The  total  amount  despatched  from  Bengal  was  10 "8  million 
maunds,  valued  at  Ks.  525-9  lakhs,  of  which  United  Provinces  took  5  2  million  maunds, 
and  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  4  4  million  maunds.  The  despatches  of  European  yarn 
and  piece-goods  were  Es.  1,084  lakhs,  of  which  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  received  Es.  552 
lakhs,  United  Provinces  Es.  395  lakhs,  Panjah  Es.  84  lakhs,  Central  Provinces  and  Berar 
Es.  15  lakhs,  and  Cnittagong  Port  Es.  10  lakhs.  The  exports  of  Indian  yarn  and  piece-goods 
were  Es.  122  lakhs,  of  which  the  chief  redpients  were  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  Es.  91 
lakhs  and  the  United  Provinces  Es.  12  lakhs.  The  exports  of  metals  and  manufactures  of 
metals  were  Es.  458  lakhs,  of  which  Es.  374  lakhs  represent  the  trade  in  iron  and  steel.

Bengal  including  Calcutta  received  from  other  provinces  30  per  cent,  less  in  quantity  but 

20  per  cent,  more  in  value  than  she  exported,  and  this  is 
^X^J^rJ^^    apparently  due  to  high ^  prices  of  goods  imported.  The 

principal  articles  of  import  were  raw]ute,  tea,  oilseeds,  opium, 
hides  and  skins,  wheat,  gram  and  pulse,  and  raw  cotton.  24,287,143  maunds  of  jute  valued  at 
Es.  1,598  lakhs  were  imported  into  Bengal  of  which  17,761,130  maunds  relate  to  the  trade 
of  Calcutta.  Almost  the  entire  quantity,  24,255,523  maunds  valued  at  Es.  1,596  lakhs,  was 
supplied  by  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam.  Most  of  the  jute  brought  into  Calcutta  is  destined 
for  export  abroad,  a  small  portion  only  being  retained  for  manufacture  in  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  mills  which  are  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  Caloutta  block.  Imports 
of  Indian  tea  amounted  to  1,891,911  maunds  valued  at  Es.  643  lakhs,  chiefly  from  Eastern 
Bengal  and  Assam.  The  other  principal  articles  of  import  were  oilseeds  57  million  maunds 
valued  at  Es  314  lakhs  (of  which  2*2  million  maunds  valued  at  Es.  108  lakhs  and  2*4 
million  maunds  valued  at  Es.  145  lakhs  represent  the  trade  in  linseed  and  mustard  seed 
respectively),  opium  Es.  285  lakhs,  hides  and  skins  Es.  235  lakhs,  wheat  4'8  million  maunds 
valued  at  Es.  184  lakhs  (about  half  of  which  came  from  the  Central  Provinces  and  Berar), 
gram  and  pulse  4'6  million  maunds  valued  at  Rs.  169  lakhs  (to  which  the  United  Provinces 
contributed  2,7  million  maunds  worth  Es.  101  lakhs),  and  raw  cotton  788,268  maunds 
valued  at  Es.  143  lakhs,  of  which  United  Provinces  sent  372,991  maunds  valued  at  Ee.  66 
lakhs,  and  Central  Provinces  and  Berar  234,792  maunds  valued  at  Eb.  43  lakhs.

The  larger  part  of  the  produce  imported  into  Calcutta  by  rail  and  river  comes  from 
Chota  Nagpur  (ohiefly  coal  and  coke),  the  Western  Bengal  blook  (chiefly  coal  and  coke, 
and  grain  and  pulse),  Eastern  Bengal  blook  (chiefly  jute,  grain  and  pulse,  timber  and  kerosene 
oil)  and  Bihar  (chiefly  oilseeds,  jute,  marble  and  stone,  and  grain  and  pulse).  The  imports 
into  the  Eastern  Bengal  block  are  principally  coal  and  coke  from  Western  districts  and 
Chota  Nagpur,  rice  and  paddy  from  Calcutta  and  the  Western  districts  ;  metals  and  manufac- 
tures of  metals  and  salt  from  Calcutta,  and  jute  irom  Calcutta,  Bihar  and  Western  Bengal. 

The  Western  Bengal  block  receives  principally  coal  and  coke,  metallic  ores  and  timber 
from  Chota  Nagpur  ;  grain  and  pulse,  salt,  oilcake,  railway  plant  and  rolling  stock, 
sugar,  metals  and  manufactures  of  metals,  cotton  manufactures,  timber  and  tobacco  from 
Calcutta ;  marble  and  stone,  oilseeds,  grain  and.  pulse,  and  tobacco  from  Bihar  ;  and  kerosene 
oil  from  Eastern  Bengal. 

The  Bihar  block  receives  chiefly  coal  and  coke  from  Chota  Nagpur  and  the  Western 
Bengal  distriots  ;  salt,  cotton  manufactures,  sugar,  and  iron  and  steel  from  Calcutta  ;  kerosene 
oil  from  Eastern  Bengal. 

The  exports  from  the  Western  Bengal  block  consist  chiefly  of  coal  and  coke  and 
grain  and  pulse  sent  to  Calcutta,  and  coal  and  coke  to  the  Eastern  Bengal  and  Bihar  blocks. 
Chota  Nagpur  exports  principally  coal  and  coke  to  Calcutta,  Bihar,  the  Western  Bengal 
and  Eastern  Bengal  blooks.  Bihar  sends  oilseeds  and  jute  chiefly  to  Calcutta,  marble 
and  stone  to  Caloutta  and  Western  Bengal  blocks,  and  grain  and  pulse  to  Calcutta  and 
Chota  Nagpur.  The  articles  most  largely  exported  from  Calcutta  are  salt,  grain  and  pulse, 
wrought  iron  and  steel,  sugar,  railway  materials,  cotton  goods  and  oilcake  ;  and  from  the 
Eastern  Bengal  block  jute  and  its  manufactures,  timber,  kerosene  oil,  grain  and  pulse, 
and  fodder.
